REMARKS 

Allowable Claims 

Applicant acknowledges and thanks the Examiner for finding that claims 1, 2, 5-8, 10 
and 14 are allowable. 

Objections 

Claims 3-4 and 12-13 were objected to for certain informalities. These objections 
have been addressed by way of the present amendment. Claims 3-4 and 12-13 were not 
otherwise rejected and should therefore now be allowable. 

Novelty rejection of claims 15-16 and 21-22 in view of Beck (GB 1407065) 

Claims 15-16 and 21-22 have been cancelled. Accordingly, this rejection is moot. 
Cancellation of claims 15-16 and 21-22 is made without prejudice, without intent to 
acquiesce in any rejection of record, and without intent to abandon any originally claimed 
subject matter. Applicant reserves the right to file a continuation application with the 
cancelled claims.
